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REPORT. 



Office of Comptrollek op the Trbasuhy, 

Trenton, N. J., November 2d, 1874. 

To the Senate and Genaral Assembly : 

Pursuant to the requirem^its of the act of the Legislature, cwating 
the office of Comptroller of the Treasury, and defining hia duties, i 
have , the honor to present the following report of the financial con- 
dition of the State at the close of the fiscal year which ended October 
31et, 1874, a detailed statement of the transactions of this department 
during the year, and an esUmate of expenditures for the year which 
has just commenced. 

There has b^n no increaee in the permanent clerical force of tlje 
department during the year, but it has been found neceseary at limes 
to employ additional assistance to perform the increased duties devol- 
ving on the office through the natural increase of the financial busi- 
ness of the State, and through the operation of certain laws enacted 
at the last two sessions of the Legislature, such as the general pension 
law, the law respecting inoperative acts and others. 

The annual summing up of the monetary afiaira of the State has 
for some years past furnish^ with each returning year, renewed evi- 
dence of our financial prosperity, and it is a source of gratification 
and pride that the year which has just come to a close is no exception 
to the rule, but that notwithstanding the unusually lat^ expendi- 
tures, to meet specific appropriations, the receipts have not only kept 
pace with, but nave exceeded the demands upon the Treasury, and 
the balances remaining in bank, to the credit o£ the several £inds, 
are greater than they were twelve months ago. 

At the date of my last report, the State was indebted in the t&m of 
two hundred thousand dollare (^200,000), temporary loans of this 
amount having been effected to relieve the Treasury, just previuus.to 
the receipts of the proceeds of the annual tax levy ; but this iiidebt- 
edncES was paid in February, 1874, from the r^ular receipts. 
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Another loan of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) was 
-eff^ted in July, 1874, which is payable in February, 1875, and which 
constitutes the only indebtedness of the State outside of the war debt. 

These loans were effected in pursuance of the act of April 4th, 1873, 
authorizing the Governor, Comptroller, and Treasurer, to make use 
of the securities held by the State whenever in their opinion it should 
become necessary to do so for the temporary relief of the Treasury. 
The stock of the United Railroad and Canal Companies is pledged 
as security for the payment of the outstanding debt, the State 
receiving the dividends on the stock as usual, at the rate of ten per 
cent, per annum, while interest is paid upon the loan at the rate of 
seven per cent. 

In March, 1874, the Pennsylvania Railroad Company was notified 
that the State would require during the year, the payment of the 
balance of a bond given by the United Railroad and Canal Compa- 
nies in the year 1869, to secure ao indebtedness to the State of five 
hundred thousand dollars («500,000). 

This indebtedness was assumed by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company, when that corporation became the lessee of the property 
of the United Companies, and during the fiscal year which closed 
October 31st, 1873, that company had made payments upon the prin- 
cipal of the debt to the amount of one hundred and ninety thousand 
dollars, ($190,000), leaving a balance of three hundred and ten thou- 
sand dollars, ($310,000). Thisbalauoe, pursuant to the notice given in 
March last, was wholly paid before the close of the fiscal year, and 
will be found included in the statement of receipts for the year. 

Excepting this amount and the proceeds of the temporary loan 
already referred to, the receipts of the Treasury during the year have 
been derived entirely from the r^ular and ordinary sources of reve- 
nue, and have exceeded the receipts of the next preceding year in the 
sum, of three hundred and fifty-seven thousand two hundred and 
twenty dollars and forty-two cents ($367,220.42). 

The apparent disbursements have been proportionately large, hav- 
ing exceeded those of the next preceding year in the sum of three 
hundred and twenty-eight thousand eight hundred and ninety-seven 
dollars and forty-four cents ($328,897.44), but in the sum total of the 
disbursements, the amount of the tetnporary loans paid off in Febru- 
ary last is included, which amount has been already charged to the 
several accounts for which it was disbursed, and is, therefore, not 
properly to be considered as a separate expenditure. Excluding this, 
the expenditures of the year have only exceeded those of the year 
beforein the sum of one hundred and twenty-eight thousand eight 
hundred and ninety^even dollars and forty-four cents ($128,897.44) j 
and this, notwithstanding the iai^ appropriations made by the 
Legislature, for the erection and maintenance of institutions for the 
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care or reformabion of those members of society who, through mental 
or moral defect, have become the objects of the State's peculiar care. 

An examination of the disbursemeiits of the State during the past 
year discloses the noteworthy fact that whjle the actual expenditures 
(apart from payments on the public debt) have amounted to about 
one million six hundred thousand dollars, jieflrly seventy per cent, of 
this sum has been expended for charitable, educational, penal, and 
reformatory purposes; the actual sum expended for these [Purposes 
having been one million and ninety-seven thousand four hundred 
and ninety-four dollars.and sixty-seven cents ($1,097,494.67), and if 
to this be added the amount of the proceeds of the school tax collected 
. and distributed. to the counties within the year, there is presented the 
enormous aggregate of two millions three hundred and tour thousand 
eight hundred and twenty-five dollars and sixty -seven cents ($2,304,- 
825.67) as the amount expended within tlie year for the direct benefit 
of the community in the education of the ignorant, the care and cure 
of the unfortunate and afflicted, and the restraint and reformation of 
tbe vicious. Deduct from the remainder the amount expended for 
scientific purposes, and the comparatively small sum of four hundred 
and eighty-one thousand dollars ($481,000) is shown as the whole 
expense of the government machinery during the year, including the 
salaries of the State officers and the judges of the courts, the expense 
of Militia, Legislature, Printing, and all other expenses incident to 
carrying on the State Govemmeiit, 

The tax payers of our State, looking abroad at the wasteful, ex- 
travagant, or dishonest use of public money, too common around us, 
may derive from the facts and figures here presented, the comfortable 
reflection that in New Jersey at least the public funds are not lavished 
in useless display, nor wasted by dishonest or injudicious legislation, 
lut are wiselv devoted to those objects which will prove the sure 
foundation of an enduring prosperity. 

The receipts from all sources during the year, (excepting the two 
mill school, tax), have amounted to two millions twenty-two thou- 
sand seven hundred and fifly-two dollars and forty-three cents 
($2,022,752.43) (exclusive of the amount derived from the temporary 
loan already referred to;) and the disbursements, (exclusive of the 
amount used to pay the temporary loans of the previous year), have 
amounted to one million eight hundred and twenty-two thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-fivedollars and sixteen cents ($1,822,935.16) 
showing an excess of receipts over disbursements, of two hundred aqa 
ninety -nine thousand eight hundred and seventeen dollars and twenty- 
seven cents ($299,817.27).

The balance in bank to the credit of thia fund at the close of the 
last^fiscal year, was one hundred and one thousand five hundred and 
five dollars and seventy-four cents, ($101,505.74), and the receipts 
from all sources, credited to this fund during the year, amounted to 
one million seven hundred and seven thousand one hundred and 
forty-one dollars and sixty-eight cents, {if 1,707,141.68).

The amount due from the State Fund to the School Fund at the 
beeinning of the fiscal year was one hundred and twenty thousand 
dollars ($120,000.00), being the amount of the appropriation for the 
year juBt then closed, and a portion of the appropriation for the year 
before. 

During the past year thirty-five thousand dolhirs ($35,000) of this 
indebtedness have been paid, leaving a balance still due of eighty-five 
tbonsand dollars ($86,000), to which is to be added the amount of the 
appropriation for the year 1874, ($65,000), making the total indebted- 
ness of the State Fund to the School Fund at this date, one hundred 
and fifly thousand dollars ($150,000.00). This indebtedness will be 
paid by transfer of amounts, from time to time, to the credit of the 
School Fund, as the money may be required for the purposes of that 
fund. 

The following detailed statements eshibit the particulars of the dis- 
bursements from the State Fund during the year, and the several 
accounts for which disbursements have been made :

This shows a. decrease as compared with the eipenditures of the 
preceding year, of twenty thousand nine hundred and fifty-four dol- 
lars and nine cents ($20,9 64 .09), the decrease in the Eeveral items of 
expenditure being a0 follows : In Salaries, one thousand seven hun- 
dred dollars and eighty-seven cents ($1,700.87); in Repairs, five 
thousand eight bundred a&d seventy-five dollars and sixty-four cents 
($6,875.64); in Improvem«nte, thirteen thousand one hundred and 
seventy-seven dollars and sixty-eight cents ($13,177.68); and in Pay- 
ment to dischai^d convicts, two hundred dollars ($200). 

The expense of mmntaining the inmates of the prison has been 
defrayed wholly by the proceeds of their labor, and those proceeds 
have moreover contributed toward defraying the other expenses, there 
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liaving been thirty thousand dollars (|30,000) from the surplus earn- 
ings of the prisoners paid into the treasury by the Supervisor of the 
prison at the close of the fiscal year. This reduces the actual expen- 
ditures for prison purposes, including improvements and repairs, to 
less than thirty thousand dollars, and furniahea most gratifying testi- 
mony to the wisdom of the act establishing the existing system, as 
welt as to the prudence and ability of those under whose management 
this desirable result has been attained. 

In my last annual report, the estimate presented for prison expen- 
ditures during the year then b^inning, was eighty-five thousand dol- 
lars (585,000) but the expenses, as exhibited above, have been far 
below this amount, and in view of this fact, it is deemed safe to esti- 
mate the expenditures for the coming year at sixty thousand dollars 
($60,000). 

At the last session of the Legislature an act was passed making 
an appropriation of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) to provide for- 
the manufacture of gaa to supply the prison. 

Of this appropriation four thousand dollars ($4,000) have been 
drawn, and the Wance ($8,000) will be required during the coming 
year. The estimate, therefore, presented for all prison expenditures 
for the year, (in the absence of any further appropriations for specific 
purposes,) is sixty-eight thousand dollars ($68,000). 

Lunatio A^lum at Trenton. — Eor the maintenance of this institu- 
tion during the -year, the expenditures have amounted to forty-two- 
thousand two hundred and eighty-nine dollars and eleven cents 
($42,289.11), being twenty-five dollars and forty-nine cents ($25.49)> 
less than those of the preceding year. They have been for the fol- 
lowing purposes :

An act passed at the last session the Legislature authorized the 
managers of the Asylum to purchase, for the use of the institution, 
a tract of land adjoining the asylum grounds, and appropriated 
twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) for this purpose. It was provided,. 
however, that but five thousand dollars ($5,000) of the purchase money 
should be paid during the year, and that the balance should remain, 
secured by mortgage. The purchase was effected, and the required 
amount paid, making the whole expenditure during the year, for- 
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asylum purposes, forty-seven tliousand two hundred and eigh^-Dine 
dollars and eleven cents ($47,289.11). 

To meet the expenditures for the maiatensace of the institution 
-during the coming year, it is estimated that forty-three thousand 
dollars ($43,000) will be required. 

Cbuntif Jjimaiia Atn/luma, — The dishursements for this account are 
made under an act passed at the session of 1873, providing for the 
payment from the State Treasury, of one dollar a week for each 
patient confined in the asylums, established and maintained in the 
several counties. Payments are made quarterly to the directors of 
the several boards of Chosen Freeholders, upon statements furnished 
by the Superintendent of the respective asylums, and certified by the 
Baid directors.

Claims of this nature will doubtless be presented by other coun- 
ties during the coming year, and it is estimated that fifteen thousand 
dollars ($15,000) will be required to meet the expenditure for this 
.account. 

&aie Asylum for the Insane at MorrtMown. — As this institution is 
not yet completed, the only disbursements which have been made 
from the treasury in connection with it, have been for the purchase 
■of a site, and for the erection of the buildings. At the date of my 
last report, there remained to the credit of the institution, an un- 
drawn balance of appropriations, amounting to one hundred and 
three thousand five hundred and twenty-six dollars and thirty-nine 
cents ($103,526,39) and, at the last session of the Legislature, two 
acts were passed making further appropriations. One of these, 
approved March 3d, 1874, appropriated three hundred thousand 
^iollars ($300,000) " to enable the Commissioners to continue the 
■erection of the asylum building, and discharge the trust committ«d 
to them;" and the other, approved March 26^, 1874, made a further 
appropriation of two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000) for a like 
purpose. These appropriations, with the undrawn balance of the 
preceding year, formed an a^regate of credits to the institution at 
at the beginning of the last fiscal year, of six hundred and three 
thousand five hundred and twenty-six dollars and thirty-nine cents 
i($603,526.39), and, during the year, the amount paid to the Comniis- 
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sionerB upon their requieitioDS, has been six hundred and three thou- 
sand doUare ($603,000), leaving a balance of five hundred and 
twenty-six dollars and thirty-nine cents ($526.39) still undrawn. 

To prosecute the work to a successful termination, further appropria- 
tions will be required, of which estimates will doubtless be laid 
before the Legislature by the Commissioners in their annual report. 

2¥a:isporUUion and Chats. — The expenditures for this account du- 
ring the year, have amounted to thirty-three thousand six hundred 
and ninety-one dollars and seventy-three cents, ($33,691.73), and 
have exceeded those of the previous year, in the sum of seven thou- 
sand four hundred and seven dollars and twenty cents, ($7,407.20). 
No data exista upon which to determine the causes of this Increase, 
but it is doubtless due to the increase of population, and the conse- 
quent increase of crime. In seven of the counties the costs of con- 
viction have been less than those of the preceding year, and the excess 
is confined to the fourteen remaining counties, among which are to be 
found all the counties which contain large cities within their borders, 
excepting Union and Mercer. 

All the counties in the 8tate, excepting Ocean, have forwarded 
prisoners during the year, and the following schedule shows the 
amount paid to each county for costs of conviction, and for expenses 
of transportation to the Slate Prison :

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The estimated amount required to meet the disbursements for this^ 
account during the coming year, is thirty-five thousand dollars 
($35,000). 

In my last annual report attention was called to the ambiguous 
and conflicting laws upon the subject of the fees embraced under the 
general headof "costs of conviction." It was recommended then that 
some action be taken to establish a scale of fees, which should be- 
explicit and also be uniform throughout the State. The difficulties 
then referred to still exist, and the recommendation is respectfully

This amount exceeds the expenditures for the printing account in 
the preceding year in the sum of eleven thousand five hundred and 
eighty-seven dollars and thirty-seven cents ($1 1,587,37). It includes, 
however, some items of printing not embraced in the expenses of the 
year before, and there has been an increase in the cost of current 
printing and in advertising the la^'S in the newspi^rs. 

This latter item of expenditure must necessarily, under the present 
law, increase from year to year, as the number of papers increases. 
The only condition required to constitute a " legal newspaper " is that 
tlie paper shall have been regularly published for one year, and the 
law actually offers inducements for the establishment of cheap publi- 
cations, which are not in any sense purveyors of news, are not needed 
by the communities in which they are published, have few or no 
readers, and derive the principal part of their support from the State 
patronage. The Editorial Association (composed of a majority of the 
editors and proprietors of established journals in the State) apprecia- 
ting the objectionable features of the system, presented to the Senate in 
1874 a protest against "affording to publications of an ephemeral 
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■cTiaracter, or which do not properly come under the title of ' newspa- 
pers,' aD opportunit}' of occasioning an increased and unnecessar/ 
■expenditure by the State Treasury. The number of papers is in- 
creasing at the rate of about twenty per cent, annually, and I heartily 
coincide with the Editorial Association in rextmm^iding such action 
laswill place some restriction on the unlimited and unneeessary expan- 
sion of the number. 

Puring the year the proposed amendments to the Constitution 
adopted by the last Legislature, were advertised in the several l^!;al 
newspapers of the Stat*, but the publication was not completed when 
thp fiscal year closed, and the payments for this will fall within the 
■coming year. The cost of this advertising will be about sisteen 
thonsand dollars (J16,000), and judging from the past, it is probab e 
that one hundred and ten thousand dollars (J110,000) will be required 
to defray the other printing expenditures, so that the estimated 
amount required for this purpose during the coming year, is one 
Jmndred and twenty-six thousand dollars (?126,0O0).

The increase, as compared with the preceding year, is ten thousand 
■eight hundred and ninety-five dollars aud twelve cents ($10,895.12). 

The estimated amount required to meet the disbursements for this 
account during the coming year, is sixty thousand dollars ($60,000). 

Slate House expenaea. — For this account the disbursements during 
the year have been seventeen thousand dollars and nineteen cents 
($17,000.19), and shows a decrease, as compared with the preceding 
year, of three thousand six hundred and fifty-two dollars and forty- 
five cenfs ($3,652.45). Under this head are included all the yearly 
expenses of heating, lighting, and cleaning the Legislative chambers, 
and the offices in the State House; all the necessary plumbing, 
painting and gas fitting, all repairs to the building, and repairs or 
renewals of furniture ; the salaries of the janitor and his assistants, 
and the expenses of keeping the State House grounds and the sur- 
rounding railings and pavements, in order. It is estimated that 
seventeen thousand dollars ($17,000) will be required for this purpose 
4uring the coming year. 
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SUUe House Extenawn. — At the commencement of the year there 
remained a credit to this account of -twenty thousand doilare ($20,000), 
being the undrawn balance of appropriations made for the purpose of 
erecting an addition to the State House. This amount has' been paid 
to the commissioners daring the year and the account is closed. In 
the absence of any further appropriations no eetimate is necessary. 

Reform School, — At the L^slative session of 1874, an appropria- 
tion was made of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000), for the support 
and maintenance of this institution, for the then current year, and an 
appropriation was also made of five thousand dollars ($5,000), ''for 
the completion and furnishiDg of the buildings now in process of 
completion, and for the necessary improvementof the iarm buildings." 

At the banning of the fiscal year just closed, there remained to the 
credit of the institution an undrawn Imlance of appropriations amount- 
ing to fifteen thousand dollars ($16,000), forming, with the appro- 
{iriations for the year, an a^regate of credits of forty thoosand dol- 
ars ($40,000). 

There has been paid to the treasurer of the institution, during the 
year, the sum of thirty-four thousand five hundred dollars ($34,500), 
leaving a credit balance at this date of five thousand five hundred 
dollars ($6,500). 

Should the usual appropriation be made at the approaching session, 
the estimated amount required for the disbursements during the com- 
ing year is thirty thousand five hundred dollars ($30,500). 

Indu^TVjl School for Girls, — The act of the Legislature' of 1871, 
establishing this institntion, made an appropriation of twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000) for the purchase of land, erection of suit- 
able buildings, the purchase of the necessary stock, furniture, &c., 
for the purposes of the institution, but provided that if the Tmsteei 
should deem it advisable to rent, rather than to erect the buildings, 
there should be paid to them five thousand dollars ($5,000) to defray 
the expenses of the school for that year. They decided not to build 
at that time, and again, in 1872, an appropriation of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) was made to defray their expenses for the year. Id 
1873 an act was passed appropriating the sum of thirty-five thousand 
dollars " to enable the trustees to erect suitable buildings for the Id- 
stitution, furnish the same, and for the maintenance of the family." 

The language of the several acts relating to this institution is so 
ambiguous, that it is quite impossible to determine what portion of 
^e appropriations the L^islature intended to be used for the pur- 
chase or erection of buildings, and how much was intended to be 
used for the annual expenses of the institution. The appropriations 
amoont in the a^r^te to sixty thousand dollars ($60,000), and the 
payments made to the trustees, ap to this date, amount to fifty-six 
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thousand dollars ($56,000). The amount drawn during the fiscal 
year just dosed, was twenty-three thousand dollars ($23,000). This 
sum has been paid to the Trustees, upon their requisitions and has 
been charged against the appropriations made as stated above, but^ 
for the reasons given, I am unable to state the cost of maintaining; 
the institution for the year. 

There remains at the present time an unexpended balance of appro- 
priations to the credit of the acconnt, amounting to four thousand 
dollars ($4,000), and it is stated by the Trustees that the necessities 
of the school will require a further appropriation of six thousand 
dollars ($6,000), at the approaching session. 

The estimate presented therefore is ten thousand dollars ($10,000). 

Leffislature. — For this account the expenditures have amounted to 
sixty-five thousand two hundred and fifly-seven dollars and ninety- 
three cents, ($66,257.93,) showing a decrease as compared with the 
preceding year of one thousand seven hundred and eighty dollars and 
eighty-one cents, ($1,780.81,) and having exceeded the estimate pre- 
sented in mj last report only two hundred and fifty-seven dollars and 
ninety-three cents, ($267.93). 

I respectfully renew mysu^estion of an increase in the rates of 
assessment on private acts as a means of defraying a greater share of 
■ the expenses of the annual legislative session. A large proportion of 
the I^ialative business is done for the ultimate benefit of corporations 
and private individuals, and while the annual expense to the State of 
holding a session of the Legislatare, is from sixty-five to seventy 
thousand dollars, the revenue from assessments on private acts amounts 
to but ten or twelve thousand dollars. 

In the absence of any measures to reduce the expenditures for this 
account, the sum required for the coming year is estimated at sixty- 
five thousand dollars, ($65,000). 

Support of Idiots, Muiee, ajid Blind persons. — The principal dis- 
bursements for the support and education of. these three classes of un- 
fortunates, are made under the general act of 1873, making an appro- 
priation of three hundred dollars ($300) annually, for the instruction 
and maintenance of each person who should be, io the opinion of the 
Governor, a proper object of State care under the provisions of the 
act.

This amount is one hundred and ninety dollars and sixty-five 
cents, ($190.65), less than was expended for these purposes during 
the preceding year. 

An act approved April 4th, 1872, set apart five thousand dollars, 
($5,000), and provided that only the interest thereof should be used 
each year, for the purchase of books and other appliances for the 
blind, from the "American Printing House for the Blind," at Louis- 
ville, Kentucky; and under the provisions of this act three hundred 
dollars, ($300) have been expended during the year. 

At the sesfion of 1874 an act was passed authorizing a Board of 
Commissioners to receive proposals for suitable sites whereon to erect 
a State Asylum for the blind, another for the deaf and dumb, and a 
third for feeble-minded persons. The commissioners were directed 
to advertise for proposals for sites, and to procure plans for the sev- 
-eral buildings, and, for the purposeof defraying the expenses incurred 
by the commissioners in the discharge of the duties thus imposed on 
them, the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) was appropriated. 
Of this appropriation the Commissioners have drawn three hundred 
.and one dollars and fifty cents ($301,50), leaving an unexpended bal- 
ance to the credit of the account of sixteen hundred and ninety-eight 
dollars and fifty cents ($1,698.50). These sums form an aggregate of 
expenditures during the year, for the benefit of the three classes under 
consideration, of thirty-eight thousand two hundred and thirty-eight 
dollars and fifty-nine c«nts ($38,238.59), which has been distributed 
among them as follows :

The estimated amount required to meet these expenditures during 
ilie coming year is forty thousand dollars ($40,000). 

Salaries ajid Feea. — The amount disbursed for this account during 
-the year is almost identical with the amount expended in the preced- 
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ing year, the excess for the fiscal year just closed beiog but forty- 
seven dollars and forty cents ($47.40). Diebursementa during tha 
year, forty-six thousand four hundred and eighty-eight dollars and 
thirty cents ($46,488.30). Estimate for the coming year, forty-six 
thousand dollars ($46,000). 

Salariea of the Judioiary. — For this account the expenditures have 
amounted to sixty thousand eight hundred and eignty dollars and 
ninety-six cents ($60,880.96), and show a decrease as compared with 
the preceding year of one thousand and seventy-eight dollars and 
thirty-eight cents ($1,078.38), The estimated amount required for 
the coming year is sixty thousand dollars ($60,000). 

Geotogittol Survey. — The expenditures under this head, including 
salaries and expenses of the State Geologist and his assistants, have 
amounted during the year to seven thousand six hundred and twenty- 
two dollars and eighty eight cents ($7,622,88), and have exceeded 
those of the preceding year in the sum of one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-nine dollars and twelve cents ($1,879.12), Estimate for 
the coming year, seven thousand dollars ($7,000), 

EducaUon. — The disbursement for the several accounts usually 
embraced under the general head of Education, have amounted dur- 
sne the fiscal year to sixty-five thousand six hundred and fifty-two 
dollars and twenty-five cents ($65,652,25), They have been for the 

following purposes :

The amount annually appropriated from the State fund for public 
school purposes is sixty.-five thousand dollars ($65,000), but the whole 
amount of the appropriation has not been transferred to the school 
fund within the year. At the date of my last report, the balance of 
appropriations due the school fund was one hundred and twenty 
thousand dollars ($120,000), and the appropriation for 1874, sixty- 
five thousand dollars ($65,000), increased the indebtedness of the 
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State fund to the school fund to the sum of one hundred and eighty- 
five thousand dollars ($185,000), of which indebtedness thirty-five 
thousand dollars ($36,000) have been paid during the year just closed, 
leaving a balance still due of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
($160,000). To this must be added the appropriation for the year 
just commenced, which makes the sum to be provided two hundred 
and fifteen thousand dollars ($215,000). 

The other expenditures named in the above statement are of the 
amounts actually appropriated, excepting in the cases of Normal 
School repairs, and expenses of State Board of Education and County 
Institutes, 'which do not vary greatly from year to year, so that the 
amount necessary to be provided, can be stated with a considerable ' 
degree of accuracy. It is as follows:

Free School Libraries. — The disbursements under the act to en- 
courage the formation of libraries in the Public Scliools, have 
amounted during the year to one thousand four hundred and fifty 
dollars ($1,450), being three hundred and twenty dollars ($320) less 
than the sum expended for this purpose in the preceding year, and 
five hundred and fifty dollars ($550) less than the estimate presented 
in my last report. 

It is probable that one thousand five hundred dollars ($1,500) will 
be sufficient to meet the expenditures for this purpose during the 
coming year. 

JisA Culture, i&o. — The customary expenditures, in connection with 
this interest, consist of the expenses of the Commissioners of Fish- 
eries, and the Fish Wardens, together with the salaries of the 
"Wardens. 

The Commissioners receive no salaries, but are allowed their trav- 
eling expenses, and the other necessary expenses incurred in the dis- 
charge of their duties. The Wardens (one for each county in the 
State bordering on the Delaware river) are allowed such expenses 
as may be certified by the Commissioners to have been necessary, and 
are also allowed three dollars a day for each day spent in the dis- 
charge of their duties ; provided their per diem shall not exceed 
one hundred dollars a year. 
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The amount expended for these purposes duriEg the past year, was' 
ODe thousand five hundred and sixty-three dollare and eigh^-three 
cents ($1,563.83). It is estimated that two thousand dollars ($2,000) 
will be required to meet these expenditures during the coming year. 

At the last session of the Legislature an act was passed making an 
appropriation of two thousand dollars (J2,000) to defray the expenses 
of stocking the lakes, ponds and streams of the State with food-fishes. 
Of this appropriation five hundred and fifty dollars ($550) have 
been paid auring the fiscal vear, leaving one thousand four hundred 
and fifty dollars (|1,450) still subject to the draft of the Com- 
missioners. 

To pay this undrawn balance and meet the other estimated expen- 
ditures, there will be required three thousand four hundred and fifty 
dollars ($3,450). 

Penmma. — The disbnrsemnts to pensioners of the State for the 
year show an increase, as compared with the preceding year, of seven- 
teen thousand six hundred and thirty dollars and ninety-nine cents 
($17,630,99), having amounted to twenty-one thousand eight hun- 
dred and sixty-five dollars and seventy-three cents ($21,865.73). 
This enormous increase is the consequence of the general pension act 
passed at the session of 1874 "for the relief of soldiers and sailors 
of this State in the war of 1812," providing for the payment of an 
annual pension of one hundred dollars to soldiers and sailors of the 
war of 1812 and the widows of such soldiers and sailors. 

Previous to the passage of this act a special act of the Legislature 
was necessary to authorize the payment of a pension from the State 
Treasury, and the process was known or feasible to but a few of the 
survivors of the war of 1812. But the general act simplified the 
process, as it only required evidence of service and evidence that the 
claimant was not in receipt of a pension from the United States gov- 
ernment. Through the Itindly offices of pension agents and others, 
the existence of this act was speedily made known throughout the 
State, and in an incredibly short time the little army of pensioners 
enrolled upon the books in this office was recruited to upwards of two 
hundred in number, and they are still coming. The actual number 
of applicants for the benefits of the act up to this date»has been two 
hundred and three (203), of which number twenty-seven (27) were 
soldiers or sailors and one hundred and seventy-six (176) were 
widows. The law requires that the evidence of service shall be filed 
in the office of the Adjutant General of the State, and that he shall 
certify to the Comptroller that the claimant is entitled to the benefits 
of the act. After consultation with this office, the Adjutant General . 
has prepared a blank form of application for each semi-annual pay- 
ment of pension, and this form is sent to each pensioner, who is thus 
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enabled to draw the pension without expense and without the inter- 
ventioD of an agent. 

It is estimated that twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) will be 
required to meet the disbursements for this account during the coming 
year. 

Agriculture. — To this account are charged the expenses incurred by 
the State Board of Agriculture, which, during the year, amounted to 
five hundred and thirty-one dollars and twenty cent3 ($531.20). 

At the session of 1874, au act was passed establishing a " State 
Premium Committee," who were directed to make up annually, a 
list of premiums, "conducive to the development of the best agricul- 
tural and horticultural interest of the State ; such premiums to be 
awarded to exhibitors at the next ensuing annual fair of the New 
Jersey State Agricultural Society," The act provides that the sum 
expended for this purpose in any on^ year shall not exceed three 
thousand dollars, which sum is to be paid to the committee from the 
State treasury. The amount of the premiums awarded and paid in 
1874, was two thousand five hundrea and ninety-five dollars ($2,595), 
which added to the amount disbursed for expenses of the State Board 
of Agriculture, makes a total of expenditures for account of agricul- 
ture of three thousand one hundred and twenty-six dollars and 
twenty cents ($3,126.20). 

The amount required for these disbursements during the coming 
year, is estimated at three thousand five hundred dollars ($3,500). 

ConstUuiional Commissian. — The Legislature at the session of 1874, 
passed an act appropriating the necessary amount to defray the ex- 
penses and compensate the members and officers of the commission, 
which met in 1873, to prepare and suggest amendments to the State 
constitution, I"or these purposes there were expended during the 
year, five thousand three hundred and eighty-six dollars and seventy- 
two cents, ($5,386.72). 

mparian. Commission. — The expenditures for the year, embracing 
the salaries and expenses, amounted to twelve thousand five hundred 
dollars, ($12,S00,) and it is estimated that a like amount will be re~ 
quired during the coming year. 

Statuary. — An act of the Legislature, approved February 4th, 1873, 
provided for the contribution by this State, of two statues to the na- 
tional statuary gallery, at Washington, D. C. 

An appropriation of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) hai:l been made 
by the Legislature in 1868 " for procuring statues of Richard Stock- 
ton, a signer of the Declaration of Lidepeudence, and of Major- 
General Philip Kearney, f nlted States volunteer army," and the act 
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of 1874 increased tliis appropriation to fifteen thousand dollars, 
($15,000,) and also designated three State officers who, with three 
citizens to be selected by the Governor, were to act as a commis- 
sion to procure the required stataee. Upon the requisition of the 
commissioners, in pursuance of the act, a bill of six thousand eight 
hundred and seventy dollars and thirty-three cents ($6,870.33) was 
paid for a bronze statue of Major-General Kearney ,^executed by H- 
X. Brown, Esq, The balance of the appropriation, amounting to 
eight thousand one hundred and twenty-nine dollars and sixty-seven 
cents ($8,129.67) is still uuexi)ended, and is included in the estimate 
for the coming year, 

Beiief of Joseph I. Thompson. — The preamble to an act of the 
Legislature, approved March 27th, 1874, recites that three suits had 
been brought into the State of New York against Joseph I. Thomp- 
son, formerlysheriff of Monmouth county, in consequence of his 
seizure, in the execution of his duty, of certain vessels for violation 
of the laws of New Jersey, and that the State had by joint resolution 
approved March 18th, 1863, directed that he should be defended in 
said suits at the exi)ense of the State. The act (of 1874) then pro- 
vides for the payment to Thompson, from the State treasury, of the 
amounts recovered against him in all the actions, provided that the 
whole amount shall not exceed fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000,) 

Under this act there was presented and paid, a duly certified claim 
amounting to seven thousand one hundred and seventy-two dollars 
and fifty-two cents ($7,172.52). 

Hevision of Statutes. — The expenditures for this account, during the 
year, have amounted to two thousand two hundred and thirty-one 
dollars and twenty-one cents ($2,231.21). This expenditure consists 
mainly of the cost of printing the work as required by the commis- 
sioners, aud the compensation of the commissionere as certified by tlie 
Chancellor, in accordance with the provisions of the act of 187 1 estab- 
lishing the commission. At the session of 1874 an act was passed 
providing for the printing of the volume of Revised Statutes, when 
the whole work snail have been approved by the Legislature and be 
prepared for the press. The cost of printing the requisite number of 
copies of this v6lume will probably be ten thousand dollars ($10,000), 
and this is presented as the estimated amount required for this pur- 
pose. 

Increase of Hevenue. — Under the act of 1873, which provided for . 
the refunding of certain taxes collected under a law passed in the 
year 1869, the constitutionality of which was questioned, there has 
been repaid, during the year, to parties from whom it was originally 
collected, the sum of one hundred and twelve dollars and ninety-six 
cents ($112.96). This account is closed. 
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Washington Headqaaiiers. — At the session of 1874 an act was 
passed entitled, "An A^t to Incorporate the Washington Association, 
of New Jersey," by wliich act certain citizens of the State were created 
a body corporate, for the purpose of "maintainiDg through future 
generations, eacred with its peculiar historic associations, the pro- 
perty at Morristown, X. J., occupied by General George Washington, 
during a portion of the Revolutionary war. 

This act provides that "so long as the building, known as the 
Washington Headquarters, sliall be open to the public, free of charge 
at alt proper times, and so long as it shall be held as an historical 
building, within which all the people of New Jersey may deposit 
articles of interest, connected with the men and events of our revolu- 
tionary stru^le, the Treasurer of this State shall pay to the president 
or treasurer of the Washington Association the sum of twelve hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($1,250)," semi-annnally. Under this act one 
payment of one thousand two hundred and fifty dollars ($1,260) was 
made to the treasurer of the association, in May, 1874, and the amount 
of the annual appropriation ($2,500) is presented as the amount re- 
quired for the coming year. 

The disbursements from the State Fund, not specified above, have 
been as follows : For interest, six thousand seven hundred and forty- 
seven dollars and twenty-two cents ($6,747.22) ; for stationery and 
postage, eight thousand two hundred and eleven dollars and sixty-five 
cents ($8,211.65); for law and equity reports, three thousand two 
hundred and sixty-five dollars and thirty-six cents ($3,265.36); for 
binding, three thousand one hundred and fifty-seven dollars and eighty 
cents ($3,157.80); for repairs to the State Arsenal, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty dollars and twenty one cents ($1,930.21); 
for incidentals, one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six dollars and 
eighty-five cents ($1,856.85); for requisitions, three hundred and 
niuety-eight dollars and ninety cents ($398.90) ; for costs on forfeited 
recognizances, fifty-two dollars and fitteen cents ($52.15) ; for expen- 
ses of advertising and pursuing escaped .convicts, fifty dollars ($50) ; 
and for expenses of removing wrecks from navigable streams, twenty- 
five dollars and seventv--four cents ($25.74).

The total disbursements for account of this fund during the year, 
show a decrease, as compared with the preceding year, of seventy-six 
thousand seven hundred and eighty-one dollars and thirtj'-seven 
cents ($76,781.37). This decrease is mainly due to the operation of 
the act approved in 1873, providing that the annual income of the 
Sinking Fund be applied to the payment of interest on the public 
debt. This income had previously been invested by the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund, and applied to the increase of that 
fund, while the whole amount required to pay the interest accruing 
annually on the public debt was derived from the proceeds of the 
annual tax levy. The whole amount of interest on the public debt, 
payable within the year just closed, was one hundred and fifty-eight 
thousand seven hundr^ and seventy-eight dollars (^158,778), of 
which sum, in accordance with the provisions of the act referred to, 
the income of the Sinking Fund furnished about seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($74,893.45), and relieved the Treasury to that extent.

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Soldiers' OiUdrms' Home. — The expeaditures for the toainteaance 
of this inatitutioH show a decrease, as compared with the year before 
of four thonsand four hundred and fifty dollars ($4,450) and have 
not reached the amount estimated as requisite in my last report, by 
more than four thousand dollars. 

The Home is still under the control of the ladies who have man- 
aged it for years, and too much cannot be said in praise of the 
wisdom, care and economy with which its affairs are administered. 

Thirty-two thousand dollars ($32,000) is presented as the estimate 
for the ensuing year. 

Home for Dtsahled Soldiers. — The expenditures for account of this 
iastitution show an increase as compared ^Tith the preceding year of 
seven thousand five hundred and ninety-nine dollars and eighteen 
cents ($7,599.18), though this does not imply an increase in the 
annual cost of maintaining the home, since the payments are made at 
irregular periods to the Treasurer of the Home upon vouchers fur- 
nished for each month's expenses, and the money paid to him in any 
specified month does not necessarily indicate the cost of maintaining 
the Home during that month. At the date of my last report there 
remained to the credit of the institution an undrawn balance of 
appropriations amounting to four thousand nine hundred and eighteen 
dollars and sixty cents, ($4,918.60), making with the appropriation 
for 1874, ($50,000), an aggregate of credits for the year of fit ity-four 
thousand nine hundred and eighteen dollars and sixty cents, 
($54,918.60). The expenditures for the year have amounted to forty 
seven thousand three hundred and seven dollars and sixty-five cents, 
($47,307.65), leaving a balance of appropriations undrawn at this 
date of seven thousand six hundred and ten dollars and ninety-five 
cents, ($7,610.95). 

The amount therefore necessary to be provided to meet the prob- 
able disbursements for this account during the coming year is fifty- 
seven thousand six hundred dollars, ($57,600). 

Soldiers' State Bounty. — The expenditures for this purpose during- 
the year have amounted to eight hundred and fifty-seven dollars and 
tfair^-one cents, ($857.31) and have exceeded those of "the preceding 
year in the sum of five hundred and twenty-seven dollars and one 
cent, ($527.01). One thousand dollars, ($1,000) is presented as the 
estimate for the coming year. 

State Miliiary Account. — For this account the disbursements have 
varied but little from those of the preceding year, having exceeded 
them in the sum of eight dollars and thirty-five cents, ($8.35.) It is 
estimated that twenty thousand dollars, ($20,000) will be necessary to 
meet the expenditures for this account during the coming year. 
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National Cenieteriet, — No payments have been made during the 
year for this account and the undrawn balance of appropriations 
remains the same as at the da(« of my last annual report, viz. : One 
thousand seven hundred and forty-seven dollars and ten cents^ 

(11,747.10). 

Expenses of Commiasiimera of Sinking Fwnd. — These disbursements 
are for travelling and other expenses necessarily incurred by the 
Commiseioners in the discharge of their duties, and have amounted 
during the year to but seven hundred and sixty-four dollars and 
fifty-four cents, ($764.54). 

It will be necessary at the approaching session of the Legislature 
to make provision for the payments of principal and interest of the 
bonded debt of the State, falling due within the year 1876. 

This debt, usually termed the " War Debt," will amount to two 
millions four hundred and nlncty'Six thousand three hundred dollars, 
($2,496,300), after the payment of one hundred thousand dollars,. 
($lOO,000) on the first of January, 1875, which payment was- 
embraced in the estimate presented in my last report, and for which 
provision has already been made. Provision has also been made- 
for the payment of the interest accruing and payable January 1st, 
1875, and July 1st, 1875, so that the first payment which demands 
attention is that of January l8t,1876. Onthat dale there will be due and 
payableonc hundred thousand dollars, ($100,000)ofthe principal of the 
debt, and there will also then have accrued six months interest at the 
rate of six per cent, per annum on the whole amount of bonds then 
outstanding. This interest will amount to seventy-four thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-nine dollars, ($74,889), and on the first of 
July, 1876, there will have accrued six months interest on the dimin- 
ished principal of the debt, ^2,396,300), which interest will amount 
to seven t}'-one thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine dollars, 
($71,889). 

These three sums of principal and interest form an aggregate of 
two hundred and forty-six thousand seven hundred and seventy- 
eight dollars ($246,778.00), the disbureement of which is one of the 
duties of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. 

The act of April 3d, 1873, changing the disposition of the annual 
inconje of the Sinking Fund, provides that the Commissioners of that 
fund, "shall, on or before the thirty-first of October in each year,, 
furnish to the Comptroller of the Treasury a statement of the esti- 
mated amount of income to be derived as interest upon the principal 
of the Sinking Fund for the succeeding year, and the Comptroller 
shall furnish in his annual report " a statement of the amount 
required to pay such portion of the interest accruing during the succeed- 
ing year as the income of the Sinking Fund shall not suf&ce to pay."' 
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In accordance with this act the Commissionera have furnished the 
ibilowing statement : 



Office of Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. ' 
To the ComptroU&r of the Treasury: 

Pursuant to the directions of the act approved April 3d, 1873, the 
Commissioners of the SInlitng Fund submit their estimate of the 
amount of money which will be actually derived as interest from the 
investments of the Sinking Fund during the succeeding year. 

The bonds and mortgages now held by the Commissioners amount 
to one million three hundred and eleven thousand four hundred and 
fifty dollars ($1,311,450), npon which an annual interest of seven per 
cent, is reserved, amounting annually to ninety-one thousand eight 
hundred and one dollars and fifty cents ($91,801.50). The annual 
interest ought to be punctually paid, and until the recent financial 
storm, the mortgagors have generally been prompt in their payments 
of interest ; but, during the past year, we regret to report that there 
has been great remissness in this respect. ■ Of the interest due on 
October Ist, 1874, but thirty-two thousand four hundred and forty- 
two dollars and thirty-five cents ($32,442.35) has been paid, leaving 
thirteen thousand four hundred and fifty-eight dollars and forty 
cents ($13,458.40) due and unpaid. 

AjS the causes which have produced this untoward result are still 
operating, and will in all probability continue to operate during the 
succeeding year, the Commissioners do not consider it prudent to 
cahnilate upon any more fevorable results than have been attained 
during the past six months; they therefore submit the following 
estimate :

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Should the aoticipatioDe of the commissioDers be realized the 
amount required to be furnished from the Treasury to pay the in- 
terest upon the public debt, ia sixty-six thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-three dollars and thirty cents ($66,8&3.30), to which is to be 
addea the amount of maturing priucipal of the debt ($100,000), mak- 
ing an t^regate of payments upon the bonded debt of the State of 
one hundred and sixty-six thousand eight hundred and ninety-three 
dollars and thirty cents ($166,893.30); for which provision must be 
made at the approaching session. This is sixteen thousand nine hun- 
dred and ninety-one dollars and twenty-five cents ($16,991.25) less 
than was required in the preceding year, and one hundred and four 
thousand one hundred and six dollars and seventy cents ($104,106.70) 
less than was furnished from the proceeds of the State taxes the year 
previous to the passage of the act applying the income of the Sinking 
Fund to the payment of interest on the public debt. 

Adding to the amount thus required for disbursements on account 
of the public debt the amounts estimated as necessary for the other 
War Fund expenditures, an aggregate is formed of two hundred and 
seventy-seven thousand four liundred and ninety-three dollars and 
thirty cents ($277,493.30), to which may be added five hundred and 
six dollars and seventy-cente ($506.70) to cover expenses of Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund, making a total of two hundred and 
seventy eight thousand dollars ($278,000), which is presented as the 
estimateti amount necessary to be provided at the coming session to 
lueet all the expenditures chargeable to the War Fund during the com- 
iug year.

The annual appropriation to this fund from the State revenue is 
Bizty-five thousand dollars ($65,000), which is transferred, from tim& 
to time, on the books of the Treasurer in such amounts as the exigen- 
cies of the School Fund may require. During the past year the 
amount thus transferred was thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000). 
At the date of my last report the amount not transferred was one hun- 
dred and twenty thousand dollars ($120,000), which was reduced by 
the credit above mentioned to eighty-five thousand dollars ($85,000), to 
which is to be added the appropriation for 1874 ($65,000), makingthe 
amount now due one hundrecf and fifw thousand dollars ($150,000). 

The income of this fund is derived from three sources, viz. : From 
interest on money loaned on bond and mortgage ; from the proceeds 
of sales and rentals of lands under water belonging to the State, and 
from the annual appropriation from the State revenue. 

The securities now held by the fund from which interest isrecoived 
amount to seven hundred and eighty-two thousand three hundred 
and thirty-three dollars and fifty cents, ($782,333.50), which amount 
at seven per cent, interest produces an annual income of fifty thou- 
sand seven hundred aud sixty-three dollars and ihirty-toiir cents, 
($50,763.34). 

From this and the other sources of revenue (not including the 
State appropriation) the income of the fund during the yeai' just 
closed, was one hundred and nine thousand nine hundred and sixty- 
six dollars and twenty cents, ($109,966,20). The existing law ap- 
propriates thirty-five thousand dollars, ($35,000) of this income 
annually to public school purposes, and the remainder is invested by 
the trustees aud becomes part of the principal of the fund, the use of 
which for any purpose whatever, is prevented by constitutional 
prohibition, 

STATE LIBRARY FUND. 

The reveuue of this fund consists of the rent paid to the State by 
the United States government for the use of court rooms iu the State 
Capitol, and an annual appropriation of two thousand seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, ($2,750) from the State revenue. The dis- 
bursements are for books, maps, stationery, etc., purchased under the 
direction of the Commissioners of the Library.

AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE FUND. 

The only transactions for account of this fund are the collection of 
the interest semi-annually upon the securities belonging to the fund, 
and the payment of the amount so collected to the trustees of Rutgers 
College. These securities amount to one hundred and sixteen thou- 
sand dollars ($116,000), and yield an annual income (at the rate of 
six per cent.) of six thousand nine hundred and sixty dollars ($6,960). 
Tliis amount has been collected and paid over during the year. 

BANK NOTE REDEMPTION FUND. 

No transactions during the year. Balance in bank twenty-one 
dollars and sixty-one cents ($21.61). 

STATE SCHOOL TAX. 

The proceeds of the tax levy for school purposes received during 
the year amounted to one million two hundred and seven thousand 
three hundred and thirty-one dollars ($1,907,331), being at the rate 
of two mills on the dollar upon the taxable property returned from 
the several counties for the previous year, which returns amounted in 
the aggregate to six hundred and three millions six hundred and 
sixty-five thousand four hundred and ninety-seven dollars ($603,- 
€65,497). This tax was apportioned to the several counties in April, 
1873, according to the ratables returned from each, was paid into the 
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treasuiy ia January, 1874, and was imme<1iately reapportioned and 
paid out to the several counties in proportion to the number of child- 
ren, between the ages of five and eighteen y.ear8, contained in each, as 
shown by the school census of the precediue year. The proceeds of 
this tax exceeded the amount levied and collected in the year before 
in the sum of thirty-eight thousand five hundred and twenty-seven 
dollars and niiiety-two cents ($38,527.92), the amount of ratables 
upon which the tax was levied having been over nineteen millions of 
dollars greater than in the preceding year.

This table of estimates embraces all the expenditures which are 
likely to be required for the several regular accounts and to meet the 
customary annual appropriations, but does not include some specific 
appropriations which have been made and are yet undrawn. At the 
session of 1874 an act was passed providing for a contribution in 
aid of the Centennial Exhibition to be held in Philadelphia in the 
year 1876. This act requires the Governor, Comptroller and Trea- 
surer of the State to "subscribe for ten thousand shares of the Cen- 
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tennial atock at the par value of ten dollars each/' such stock to be 
held " for the use and beDelit of the State," and provides for the pay- 
ment of ooe hundred thousand dollare in inBtallmeotB of twenty thou- 
sand dollai^ each, one payment to be made every three months, the 
first payment to be made od the first day of the next month after the 
above named officers shall have such assurance of the prospects of the 
Centennial Exhibition as will in their opinion insure its success as a 
national exposition. This subscription has not yet been made, and 
should it be made and the money required to be paid during the 
coming fiscal year, the amount of the appropriation must be added to 
the estimates. Other smaller appropriations have been made which 
are still unpaid, but which will doubtless be required, in whole or ia 
part, during the year, so that the ^gr^;ate amount of probable 
demands upon the treasury may be stated as one million four hundred 
thousand dollars ($1,400,000). 

The revenue of the State from the ordinary and usual sources 
(exclusive of State taxes), amounted last year to six hundred and 
seventy eight thousand two hundred and seventy-seven dollars and 
ninety-nine cents (|678,277.99). This was furnished from the follow- 
ing sources ;

It is not to be expected that the revenue from these sources will 
vary much from year to year. The increase for the past year as com- 
pared with the preceding year is a>>out sixty-seven thousand dollars, 
and the nature of these sources of income is such that a gradual 
increase in the annual revenue yielded by them may be confidently 
anticipated, but it is not deemed safe to estimate the amount to l>e 
received during the coming year at more than six hundred and eighty 
thousand dollars ($680,000). 

From the State tax there was received last year nine hundred and 
. five thousand four hundred and ninety-eight dollars and twenty-four 
cents ($906,498.24), the tax having been levied at the rate of one 
and a half mills on each dollar of the ratables as returned from the 
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several couDties for the year 1872, which ratablee amounted in the 
a^regate to six hundred and three iniltions sis hucdredand fifty-five 
thousand four hundred and ninety-seven dollars ($606,655,497). 

In 1873 an increase appeared in the amount of ratables, they hav- 
ing in that year reached Uie sum of six hundred and twelve millions 
Beveo hundred and ninety-six thousand one hundred and six dollars, 
($612,796,106), and upoo this amount a tax of one and a half mills 
on the dollar was levied in the spring of 1874, and the proceeds 
amounting to ($919,194.17) appropriated to meet the estimated 
expenditures presented in my last report. 

It must be borne in mind that the State exjienditures are to a 
great extent one year in advance of the receipts. The legislature at 
its annual session appropriates money which, together with the cur- 
rent expenses of the 8tate, must be disbursed during the then cur- 
rent fiscal year ; and at the same session it provides for a tax which 
cannot be collected and paid into the treasury until after the fiscal 
year has closed. It thus happens that the expenditures presented in 
the Comptroller's annual estimate are usually paid out of the pro- 
ceeds of a tax already levied, which tax is sometimes insufficient to 
meet the appropriations made in anticipation of an Income not to be 
received until the early months of the succeeding fiscal year in which 
the disbursements must be made. Hence arises almost annually the 
necessity for a temporary loan to bridge over the interval. The pro- 
ceeds of the tax levied in the spring of 1874 have not yet been paid 
into the treasury, but when received will be used to meet the current 
expenditures of^the coming fiscal year, but they were included in the 
last estimate of anticipated revenue, and the tax therefore which now 
demands attention is that which is to be levied in 1875. The basis 
of this will be the ratahles as returned for the year 1874, which 
amounted to six hundred and nineteen millions fitly seven thousand 
nine hundred and three dollars, ($619,057,903), an increase over the 
amount returned in the preceding year of six millions two hundred 
and sixty-one thousand seven hundred and ninety-seven dollars, 
($6,261,797). 

Should the tax be again levied at the rate of one and a half mills 
on the dollar, the proceeds will amount to nine hundred and twenty- 
eight thousand five hundred and eighty-six dollars and eighty-five 
cents, ($928,586.86), which added to the estimated income from 
other sources, will make the entire revenue of the State for the year 
one million six hundred and eight thousand five hundred and eighty- 
six dollars and eighty-five cents, ($1,608,586.86). This amount 
exceeds the estimate of expenditures in the sum of two hundred 
and eight thousand five hundred and eighty-aJx dollars and eighty- 
five cents, ($208,586,85), and from this surplus must be paid such 
appropriations as may be made by the Legislature at the approach- 
ing session, should it prove sufiGcient. 
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But it n'ill in all probability &]! lar short of the amount required, 
as there will doubtless be applications made and granted for appro- 
priations greatly exceeding ttiSs amount. 

The sum required ' to carry on the work upon the Insane Asylum 
at Morristown will alone exceed the amount of this surplus, and it is 
plain therefore that it will be necessary to resort to some means to 
augment the revenoe, . 

This can be done either by an increase in the tax rate, or by the 
sale of State securities as now authorized by law. There are now in 
the Treasurer's safe two thousand eight hundred and eighty-seven 
shares of the stock of the United Railroad and Canal Companies, 
representing an investment of two hundred and eighty-eight thousand 
seven hundred dollars, (§288,700), and which if sold at their present 
market value would produce about three hundred and sixty thousand 
dollare, ($360,000). 

By act of the Legislature approved in 1873, the Governor, Comp- 
troller, and Treasurer are authorized to sell these securities whenever 
in theirjudgment it shall become necessary or expedient to do so, in 
order to prevent embarrassment to the treasury, and in the absence of 
any other measures to provide the means to meet such appropriations 
as may be made by the Legislature, this course will have to be 
adopt^. 

But, even with the proceeds of such sale the amount of revenue in 
excess of the estimated expenditures will be less than six hundred 
thousand dollars, and probably not more than will be required to 
carry on the work through the year on the Insane Asylum'. 

In view of this fact it cannot be considered advisable to carry out 
the project contemplated in the act of last winter, authorizing Com- 
missioners to receive proposals for sites for asylums for the blind, the 
deaf and dumb, and the feeble minded. 

This act appropriated two thousand dollars for the purpose of pro- 
curing plans, &c., and obviously contemplated the early erection of 
such asylums, and there are many reasons, which need not be here 
enumerated, why we should care for and educate these three daases of 
our beneficiaries in institutions owned and controlled by the State. 

There is, however, one very powerful reason why the State should 
not indulge itself at the present time in the exercise of even so noble 
a charity as this, and that is that the State finances are not iu a condi- 
tion to justify it. Provision is now made by law for the support and 
education of our blind, deaf and dumb, and feeble minded in institu- 
tutions belonging to other States, and the number of each class 
belonging to this State is so limited that to establish an asylum for 
their care, 'with all the machinery necessary for the <»ire of a much 
larger number would greatly increase the per capita expense. The 
whole expenditure during the last fiscal year for this purpose was 
less than forty thousand dollars. The tiiree proposed asylums could 
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not be built and furniahed for less than one million dollars, the 
interest of which would alone amount to nearly double the whole 
present expenditure, while the annual cost of Bupporting; and educa- 
ting the pupils in that way could not fail to be far greater than the 
amount required under the present system. 

If the revenues of the State were such as to admit of the expendi- 
ture of the amount required to erect these asylums, their establish- 
ment could not be recommended on the score of economy, and it is 
beyond question that the necessity for them is not at the present time 
80 imperative as to justify a resort to a burdensome taxation by which 
means alone the expense could be defrayed. 

The amount of taxable property, as returned from the several coun -

In thirteen counties there has been, according to these returns, an 
increase in the value of taxable property of ten millions nine hun- 
dred and twenty-nine thousand seven hundred and sixty-two dollars 
($10,929,762), and in seven counties the decrease amounts in the 
a^r^ate to four millions six hundred and sixty seven thousand nine 
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hundred and sixty-five dollars ($4,667,965), the difference being an 
increase in the total voiue of taxable faroperty in the State of sii 
millions two hundred and sixty-one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-seven dollars ($6,261,797). 

How nearly these returns present the true value of the taxable 
property in the State it is of course impossible to tell, but it is probable 
that a correct valuation made according to the requirements of the 
law would show the amount to be very much larger than is returned 
by the assessors. 

I have taken occasion in previous reports to set forth the difficulties 
in the way of procuring full and correct returns of taxable proper^ 
from the several counties, and deem it only necessary now to say that 
those difficulties not only still exist, but are increasing from year to 
year. In the year 1870 the total value of real and personal property 
in the Stale, an returned to this office, was a little over five hundred 
and forty-nine millions, and the valuations made in the same year by 
the United States Census Marshals, was six hundred and twenty-four 
millions, — more than seventy-five millions greater than the valuations 
made by the State assessors. In 1871 the returns of the State asses- 
sors showed an increase of thirty-four millions, in 1872 a further 
increase of nineteen millions, in 1873 a further increase of nine 
millions, and in 1874 a still further increa.se of six millions; but, 
DOtwitha landing this yearly increase, the whole amount returned last 
year by the State Assessors was leaa by nearly six millions than the 
amount returned by the United States Marshals four years ago. The 
laws under which our assessments are made are practically inoperative, 
since there exists no feasible means of enforcing them, and it is 
within the power of each county to reduce the amount of its State tax 
from year to year by the simple process of reducing the valuation 
of its taxable property. No argument is needed to show the evil of 
a system under which this is possible. 

1 have repeatedly called attention to the imperfections of the 
present system, and each additional year's observation of its working 
out serves to strengthen my conviction that the time is fast approach- 
ing when its abolition will be found a positive necessity. 

By an act of the Legislature, approved March 3d, 1873, it was 
made the duty of the Comptroller to report to the Governor on or 
before the 31st day of July, the title and date of passage or approval 
of every law approved since the 18th of March, 1869, whicli had 
become inoperative and void, for the reason that the parties interested 
therein baa failed to pay the sum assessed thereon, and it was made 
his further duty to "make a like report in the month of July in 
■every subsequent year, of every law passed during the year preceding 
said reiMJrt that had be(X)rae inoperative and void for the same reason. 
The required report was made in July, 1873, embracing all the laws 
passed since March, 1859, which had beoome void, and at the session 
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of 1874 an act was passed eoumerating a large aomber of these acts, 
and providing -that each act so enumerated ^ revived and of full 
force upon payment of the original assessment due thereon and an 
additional assessment of twenty-five dollars. 

On some of these the assessments were paid, but a large number 
are stilt, under tiie terms of the two acts, inoperative and void, and 
were therefore Included in tlte r^wrt made to the Governor in 
July, J874. 

A list of their titles, and also of the titles of the acts passed at 
the sessitHi of 1874, which have become inoperative, will be found 
appended to this report. 

The abstracts of ratablea as received from the several counties for 
the year 1874, are about as incomplete as usual. Copies of them 
will be found appended hereto.
